ORDER 

Plaintiff Nicole Stewart is a Wisconsin state prisoner representing herself. On 
January 24, 2019, the court granted plaintiffs motion for reconsideration of its order 
dismissing this case without prejudice. (EOF No. 36.) The court reopened the case and 
directed plaintiff to file an amended complaint limited to her Fourth Amendment illegal 
search and illegal arrest claims. Plaintiff has filed an amended complaint and two motions, 
which the court addresses below. 

Plaintiffs amended complaint (EOF No. 35) is a twenty-seven-page document that 
includes an amended complaint (ECF No. 35 at 1-13) a “continuation to the amended 
complaint,” which is a separate complaint (ECF No. 35 at 14-27). The court will not screen 
plaintiffs two complaints. Rather, the court will give plaintiff another opportunity to file one 
amended complaint using the court’s complaint form and limited to plaintiff’s 
Fourth Amendment illegal search and illegal arrest claims. If plaintiff needs additional 
pages beyond the complaint form, she can file up to five additional pages. Plaintiff does 
not need to cite law or include arguments in her complaint; she need only describe what 
happened. 
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Turning to the two motions, these motions relate to plaintiffs underlying criminal 
case. One is a motion to dismiss an arrest warrant (EOF No. 36) and the other is a motion 
to suppress statements (EOF No. 37). This court is not involved in plaintiffs underlying 
criminal case and, therefore, it will deny these motions. 

For the reasons stated, IT IS ORDERED that plaintiff file an amended complaint, 
as described above, by April 11, 2019. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the clerk’s office mail plaintiff a prisoner complaint 

form. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that plaintiffs motion to dismiss arrest warrant (ECF 
No. 36) is DENIED. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that plaintiffs motion to suppress statements (ECF 
No. 37) is DENIED.
